Cohen’s extraordinary 
account marks the first time 
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The Seattle area’s construction 
frenzy slowed Tuesday as crane 
operators and some other workers 
walked off the job after rejecting a 
new union contract. 

Western Washington members of 
the International Union of Operat- 
ing Engineers (IUOE) Local 302 
started the strike at 6 a.m. Tuesday, 
according to a statement on its 
website. In addition to crane and 
other heavy-equipment operators, 
the union is made up of mechanics, 
surveyors in the construction indus- 
try and stationary engineers, who 
work in operations and mainte- 
nance in building and industrial 
complexes, according to the Wash- 
ington State Labor Council. 

Most of the region’s construction 
workers aren’t covered by the con- 
tract, and some workers in other 
unions did show up to job sites 
Tuesday. But those projects 
throughout Western Washington 
faced potential delays because
